During the night he 
got up and commenced an indiscriminate smash- 
ing of furniture snd evertthing he could get his 
hands on in the room. He was secured with 
much difficulty aud taken toa vacant room in 
the City Court building. He refused to put on his 
clothes, and could notgbe compelled er persuade! 
to do se, and was carrted te the place of confine- 
mentin his night clothes. It required the efioris 
ofthree policemen tohold him. When put in 
the room he smashed everyth smashable tn 
double-quick time, and amused himself by stick- 
ing the splinters through a hole !n the door. 

When brought into the court-room he was at 
Intervals evidently sane, and talked rationally, 
while in an instant bis mind would wander and 
his eyes assume that fierce glaring ferocious as- 
pect of madrmess. He would recognize persons in 
the conrt-room, and his remarks to several of 
them and about them were at times humorous, 
and laugh-proveking, despite the pity and sad- 
ness his melancholy situation excited. Getting a 
glimpse of the Prosecuting Attorney, Be pointed 
his finger straight at him, and, with a humorous 
twinkle of the eyes, said: “I know you, Bill."

Her infin- 
enee in forming the men who were the pride 
oi the Cid Dominion a hundred years ago is 
upquestioned. 

Hat time has touched the ancient College 
with nogentle hand. The Revolution eut off 
a large portion of ner endowmeats, including 
the charity of Robert Boyle, which she had 
for three quarters of a century shared with 
Harvaid; hor buildings were seriously injured 
—s the campaign before Yorktown in 1781. 

In 1859 her main building, designed by Sir 
Christopher Wren, was en rely consuinsd by 
fire: and it had scarcely been rebuilt when in 
1862 it was again buroed, with its furaiture 
and apparatus, ee the occupation of Wil- 
liamsburg by the Uniou forces, = what Gen.

amount of this spare capital is locked up again, 
yet tha present condition of the market ts of 
sufficient ease to gramt all necessary ar- 
commodations te reqular depositors at the usual 
rate of interest, namcly,9 to 12 per cent. Some few 
names have been placed onthe street at 14 @3 
percont. One of the consequeasesef the strin- 
gent condition of the local mosey mariet which 
has receentiy been experienced, and which hag 
not entirely disappeared, is believed to be in a 
manner owing to the fact that the banks ia- 
vest thetr surplus funds tu Gevernment bonds ta- 
stead of keeping their means tn a condition to 
aid the business of the city. We are not aware 
what foundation, !f any, there is for this opinion. 
One thing 18 very certain, that Louisville needs 
more bank capital to enable her merchants to do 
all the business that ts offering, and this necessity 
is certain to increase indefinitely.
